The folloing information regarding SUBJECT, a known 
auto thief, was received from a confidential source. 

Source stated that SUBJECT was observed in HICKS BAR- 
BER COLLEGE, 111 Estes Lake Shopping Center, Bruton Rd. 
and St. Augustine. SUBJECT was overheard discussing 
the theft of auto accessories . with a student barber. 

SOURCE stated that SUBJ3CT was accompanied by one 
unknown white male leaving the barber college in a 
1967 Pontiac GTO convertible with white top and red 
bot tom, bearing I968 Texas license LSC 612. This 
vehicle is registered to SUBJECT at 2517 Crow Creek 
Circle. 

The indices of the Identification Section disclcsed 
that SUBJECT has three convictions for the Dyer Act 
and one conviction for Driving While Intoxicated. 

The indices of the City Directory disclosed that 
2317 Crow Creek Circle is the address of BOB'S PRINT 
SHOP owned by SUBJECT with the telephone service of 
FE9 921 9. SUBJECT'S wife was listed as RUTH K LAUSE. 
The City Directory spelled SUBJECT'S name as ROBERT 
KALUSE. 

The indices of this Division disclosed thit SUBJECT 
was suspected of printing a derogatory circular de- 
faming the character of the late President, _J ohn F . 
Kennedy in November, I963.
